Mexico City, May 28.— Americans 
here anxiously awaited today word 
whether Mexican bandits who kid­ 
napped J. W. Shanklin, 
American 
citizen, carried out their threat to 
execute him at six o’clock last night 
unless ransom was given. 
“‘We refused to send the 20,000 
pesos demanded by the bandits,” O 
M. Brown, local representative of El 
Potrero ranch, where Shanklin was 
employed, told the United Press. 
Senator 
Caetna 
Shanez, former 
mayor of Atoyac, which is nearby, is 
waiting near the bandits’ headquar 
ters to hear what their final ulti­ 
matum will be and to learn whether 
Shanklin has been killed. 
The bandits are reported 
to 
be 
encamped about two miles from the 
El Potrero ranch in the 
state 
of 
Vera Cruz, from whhffi Shanklin was 
abducted. 
Eberda Flores, a Mexican 
servant, who was with him when he 
was captured, has returned to the 
ranch. 
Shanklin is on of five Americans 
now held for ransom by 
Mexican 
bandits. 
The 
American 
embassy 
here has requested that no effort be 
spared to free the men and that fed­ 
eral troops be used to capture 
the 
bandits. 
Two Americans, Briggs and Gree­ 
ley, are reported to be held for a 
ransom of 500 pesos each. 
A cap­ 
tain and 15 soldiers from Camp Palm 
Ola have proceeded to Galicher 
to 
search for them. 
They found that 
the bandits had removed telephones 
and burned nearby bridges. 
The Aguila Oil Company, a Brit­ 
ish concern, from whose camp 
at 
Rubero the two men had been taken, 
believes that the bandits 
are 
the 
same as those who attacked 
their 
Escobar camp in January. 
It was 
understood that the company had re­ 
fused to pay the ransoms demanded 
for Briggs and Greeley, but took the 
m atter up with the department of 
industry and labor, urging energetic 
and urgent action. 
In addition to those 
three, 
two 
other Americans, C. C. Braden and a 
man named Gallagher, were held by 
bandits in the state of Durango. 
It 
was further reported in 
the 
local 
press that a man named Keith, who 
may possibly be an American, is held 
by bandits on the Isthmus of T ehuan­ 
tepec, but details are not known. 
Shanklin was captured Thursday 
morning while riding with his Mexi­ 
can servant. 
The three bandits who 
kidnaped him later turned their two 
prisoners over to nine others 
and 
sent .the servant back to the ranch 
with the threat that Shanklin would 
die unless the ransom was paid. 
Manager McClane of a sugar ranch 
near where Shanklin is held, offered 
first 3,000 and later 5,000 pesos but 
both offers were refused by the ban­ 
dits. 


Washington, 
May 28. — United 
States Ambassador James R.

urgent note to the Mexican foreign 
office asking that authorities 
con­ 
tinue active steps to obtain prompt 
release of American citizens held by 
Mexican bandits and to apprehend 
and punish the guilty parties,

state department announced today.

Commencement Day is Democracy’s Day of Destiny! 
On this day our greatest factory 
the public school 
Is delivering its 
finished product. 
Every graduate represents an enormous investment of 
time and sacrifice on the part of the parents, the public, the professors and 
the pupil. 
Now begins the dividend period. 
The future of democracy depends upon whether the schools have trained 
for us servants or spoilsmen. 
It is an important thing for American youth to master the intricacies of 
mathematics and science, but it is vastly more Important that they ahull be 
the masters of themselves- that they shall have in subjection the* tires and 
passions of their own bodies, the wild impulses of their imaginations and 
the predatory instincts of the Jungle from which they have so recently 
escaped. 
' 
It is a good thing for them to know literature, but will they know them­ 
selves? 
Do they know of the existence of those great mental powers by 
which they may “know all mysteries”? 
Are they aware of the hideous ty­ 
rannies that lurk in their own aptitudes once that those aptitudes have be­ 
come masters and are no longer servants? 
Can the American youth summon the forces of his mind and soul and, 
concentrating them on some new problem or emergency, be trusted to work 
out a salvation, not only for himself, but also for us all? 
It is not enough that we be assured that he Is wise. Democracy is ask 
ing, “Is he safe?” He is trained! 
To what purpose will he put bis training? 
Will he use his sharpened wits and trained faculties to bring us under him 
or will he lift us up as he lifts himself? 
We are soon to turn over to him the richest government, the most pre­ 
cious ideals and the most dearly bought liberties in the possession of any 
people under the sun. 
Will he use them to safeguard and serve us, or will 
he, seizing them, turn upon us and rend us? 
In the answers to these questions lies the verdict that the future will 
pass upon the American school. 
Dean George Dowrle of the School of Business of the University of 
Minnesota, says: “The greatest tragedies with which I have to deal are the 
disillusioned students who have gone out from us with high ideals of service 
only to discover that the altruistic principles upon which they have been 
trained are not the ones by which the world does business.”

EXPOSE MAY ENDANGER 
ING AT AURORA, 
ILLINOIS

Aurora, 111., May 28 
Turf fans of 
the nation today were shocked 
by 
the expose of a poison plot in which 
two men confessed 
poisoning 
four 
thoroughbreds entered in the IllinolH 
handicap, a feature race on 
Tues­ 
day’s horse racing program at tile 
Aurora track. 
The expose, It was believed, may 
endanger the turf sport in this area. 
First indications of 
the 
poison 
plot came a few minutes before the 
horses were to have been called to 
the post for Hie duy’s feature race. 
A brief announcement that four of 
the horses were ill and that the race 
had been called off, disappointed a 
large crowd that had gathered for 
the event. 
Before night, one of the 
horses, 
Apology, a five your old mare from 
the Kentucky stable of E. E. Ster­ 
rett, died from strychnine. The other 
three, Elizabeth K, from Maryland; 
Green Woods from the stable of Ter­ 
ry Druggan, notorious beer 
baron, 
and 
Handrae, 
another 
Maryland 
horse, probably will survive. 
Only a few hours after the 
race 
was to have been run, four men were 
taken into custody and after 
long 
grilling, two of them confessed to 
the plot, naming a fifth man, Earl 
Clark, as brains of the conspiracy, 
which was to have netted gamblers 
approximately $250,000. 
The two who confessed were Earl 
Leavern of Toronto, 
Canada, 
and 
Charles Davis of Dayton, O. 
They 
admitted feeding the horses lumps of 
sugar which had been 
dipped 
In 
strychnine. 
Their explanation of 
Apology’s death was that they had 
become confused and fed tho mare 
two lumps of the poisoned sugar. 
Frank Marion of Springfield, 
()., 
and IT. 8. Young of Charleston, W. 
Va., were the other men held 
by 
Aurora authorities, indictments will 
be asked against tiles*' 
four 
and 
Clark, charging them with poisoning 
an animal. 
The offense under the 
Illinois law makes the men liable to 
a $1,000 fine and throe 
years 
in 
prison. 
From copies of telegrams found in 
Clark’s abandoned hotel room, auth­ 
orities reached the conclusion that 
the plot, had been organized for the 
purpose of allowing Faenza from the 
st a b le of E. P. Summerfield of Mary­ 
land to win the handicap. 
Duly two 
of Faenza's rivals In the race escaped 
tin* plot and these, apparently, fw*- 
cause the schemers bad not figured 
these horses as able to beat Faenza. 
“ Meet Faenza at 5 o'clock,” read 
more t han a score of telegrams found 
in Clark’s hotel room. 
Authorities 
believed these m e s s a g e s were sent to 
friends of the plot and were to lie 
interpreted: 
fifth race.” 
Clark fled to Aurora befur* he had 
been named in the plot and nearby 
cities hav«> been asked to aid in the 
search for him. 
The Aurora track, one of the most 
successful in the Chicago area, had 
opened for the 1926 meeting 
only 
last week. 
Huge throngs from Chi 
cago and other middle western cities 
had been flocking to the races and 
success of the season seemed assured. 
The scandal Just exposed, however, 
may destroy the confidence of 
the 
public arid ruin the season, promot­ 
ers feared. 


WATER BEING 
DIVERTED FROM 
LAKE MICHIGAN 


REP. BURTON SO INFORMS THE 
HOUSE IN ARGUMENT 
TODAY 


LEADS OPPOSITION TO THE IL­ 
LINOIS WATERWAY 
PROJECT 


Washington, May 
28.— (UP) — 
Many Great Lakes ships have been 
forced to reduce their cargoes as a 
result of the diversion of water from 
Lake Michigan into the Illinois riv­ 
er, Representative Burton, republi­ 
can. Ohio, told the house 
today In 
leading the opposition to the Illinois 
waterway project in the $36,000,000 
rivers and harbors authorisation bill. 
Burton also attacked the sewage 
phase of the Illinois project. 
"It is an unsanitary crime," 
he 
said, "for a city of 3,000,000 people 
(Chicago) to discharge sewage into 
a stream of fresh water.” 
Defending 
the 
Illinois 
project, 
Representative Newton, republican, 
Missouri, 
charged 
that 
Canadian 
water power interests were respon­ 
sible for the diversion controversy. 
Newton 
said "selfish 
interests" 
caused the Canadians to 
disregard 
the value to the United States of a 
waterway from the Great Lakes to 
the Gulf both from an 
industrial 
and military standpoint." 
"By the use of false issues 
and 
carefully designed propaganda," said 
Newton, " ‘they sought to alarm the 
inhabitants of the states bordering 
upon the Great Lakes and adjacent 
thereto. 
"They raised a hue and a cry to 
the effect that the harbors of the 
Great Lakes were being impaired by 
the lowering of the lake levels re­ 
sulting from this diversion. 
As a 
matter of fact, there are few if any 
of the harbors of the Great Lakes 
which are not much 
deeper 
today 
than they were when diversion be­ 
gan 25 years ago. 
"The luke city, which has voiced 
the loudest protest against the di­ 
version, Is the city of Milwaukee and 
yet, the burlier at Milwaukee, when 
diversion began lo 1900 
was 
ap­ 
proximately l l feet deep while it is 
now 21.” 
Newton said the 
"cunning 
and 
persistent propaganda” of the Can­ 
adian interests "had led the great 
mass of people to believe that,, the 
present low water stage of the lakes 
Is til#? result solely of the diversion 
at Chicago." 
Newton argued that diversion was 
a necessary adjunct to adequate Mis­ 
sissippi river navigation.

C o n s c i e n c e is a terrible thing when it is working IOO per 
cent. 
Conscience, however, may not be active in some people. 
Intermittent obedience to conscience dulls that faculty. 
Some­ 
times, late in life, conscience pricks a man and causes him to do 
odd things. 
Here, for instance, is the unusual letter received by 
a Brainerd business man. We publish it as showing how far con­ 
science will push a man when it is given free play. 
“About 15 years ago you had some whetstones on your coun­ 
ter which were used as advertisements and I took one without 
asking anybody. It has been bothering my conscience as I am a 
true Christian, so I wish to ask you how much it cost so I can pay 
you back, and I also ask forgiveness for taking it. 
We believe 
everything has to be corrected to gain a good conscience/' 
The business man did not regard the letter w’ith levity. 
Ile 
has written that IO cents in stamps will cover the matter. 
Just think of the dividend the Twin Cities street railways 
would be able to declare, the railroads too, if every one who 
“stole a ride at some time or other would pay for their trans­ 
portation. 
The U. S. government maintains a fund in its bookkeeping 
which records all moneys received from conscience-stricken 
debtors. 
And it amounts to considerable money each year. 
The other day T h e D i s p a t c h had a subscriber pay up who 
owed ten years’ subscription and had previously been importuned 
so often with no results that he had been dropped from the ledger. 
Conscience in some way or other got in its effective work, the man 
paid the subscription of years ago plus a goodly amount of inter­ 
est at 7 per cent and his name has now been emblazoned oil T h e 
D i s p a t c h honor roll. 


JOB OK POSITION 


T h e Elks Magazine, national organ of the order, carries a 
splendid editorial on the homely subject entitled “Job or Position.” 
It carries us back to the day of country journalism where every 
boy or girl who left town, did so to accept a position in the metrop­ 
olis. 
Nobody would think of calling any of the employment of­ 
fered such a plebeian thing as a job. 
“It is a good thing when a man speaks of his ‘job/ 
If sounds 
homely, and earnest,” says the Elks Magazine. “When he is care­ 
ful to refer to his ‘position’ or ‘situation’, or to give it some other 
high sounding title, the chances are he is thinking more of pre­ 
serving his assumed dignity than he is of rendering service. 
“All work honestly performed is dignified, whether if be done 
by a banker in his luxurious office or by a stevedore on the dock.
